MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS 


I.        Notice  is  hereby  given  that  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  by  the  Public  Utihties 

Commission,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  Room  282,  City  Hall  at  2:00  p.m. 
on  March  12,  1991.  for  the  purpose  of  considering  projects  for  which  financial 
assistance  is  being  sought  from  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  of  1964,  as 
amended,  generally  described  as  follows: 

A.  DESCRIPTION  OF  PROJECT 

The  Municipal  Railway's  pending  FY91  UMTA  Section  9  grant  scope  has  been 
modified  in  two  ways.  The  grant  application  proposed  to  rehabilitate  ten  PCC 
streetcars  with  federal  funding;  however,  NEPA  clearance  is  only  available  for 
rehabilitation  of  two  PCCs.  The  balance  of  the  PCC  restoration  will  be  funded  with 
state  and  local  resources.  Thus  the  grant  scope  now  is  revised  to  include  only  the 
rehabilitation  of  two  PCCs. 


The  MTC  region  received  additional  formula  funds  in  the  FY91  UMTA  Section  9 
program.  The  additional  funds  allow  the  second  modification  to  the  grant  scope. 
MTC  has  accelerated  the  funding  for  the  preparation  of  a  standard-sized  trolley 
specification.  Thus  the  grant  scope  now  is  revised  to  this  new  project. 

B.  RELOCATION 

No  persons,  families,  or  private  businesses  would  be  displaced  by  PCC  streetcar  and 
trolley  bus  projects. 

C.  ENVIRONMENT 

The  implementation  of  the  PCC  streetcar  and  trolley  bus  projects  will  not  have 
significant  environmental  impact  upon  the  surrounding  urban  area. 

D.  COMPREHENSIVE  PLANNING 

These  projects  conform  to  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Short-Range  Plan 
and  Capital  Improvement  Program.  The  projects  are  consistent  with  local  and 
regional  land  use  and  transportation  plans. 

E.  ELDERLY  AND  HANDICAPPED 

These  projects  would  not  have  an  adverse  impact  upon  the  elderly  and  handicapped 
community.  The  new  standard- sized  trolleys  will  be  designed  to  have  kneeling 
features  and  wheelchair  lifts  to  improve  accessibility,  as  well  as  propulsion  systems 
that  avoid  the  jerky  acceleration  of  the  current  fleet. 

n.       At  the  hearing,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  afford  an  opportunity  for 

interested  persons  or  agencies  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  the  social,  economic,  and 
environmental  aspects  of  the  project.  Interested  persons  may  submit  orally  or  in 
writing  evidence  and  recommendations  with  respect  to  this  project.

commissioner  Chin  inquired  on  the  status  of  the  two  vacant  deputy 
general  manager  positions  in  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr     Johnny  B.  Stein,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  responded 
that  the  Deputy  of  Transportation  position  had  been  affected  by  the 
hiring  freeze  but  that  the  Deputy  of  Administration  position  would 
be  filleo  with  an  NCS  appointment. 

rnmmissioner  Chin  also  asked  staff  what  could  be  done  about  water 
penalty  chages  imposed  upon  landlords  in  multi-unit  buildings  since 
the  landlord  does  not  have  control  over  his  tenant's  consumption  of 
water.     Commissioner  Chin  requested  staff  to  prepare  an  analysis 
related  to  the  excess  use  charges  imposed  on  landlords. 

Mr     John  P     Mullane,  General  Manager,  Water  Department,  explained 
th^t  ?he  w;ter  Department  took  the  position  that  a  50%  pass  through 
of  Lnalties  from  the  landlord  to  the  tenant  would  be  appropriate 
CLiuse  it  put  an  equal  financial  burden  on  both  the  landlord  and 
the  tenant  To  conse?ve-the  tenant  to  change  their  habits  and  the 
landlord  to  retrofit  his  facility  in  such  a  way  that  they  could  both 
contribute  towards  water  conservation.     He  stated  that  there  was  no 
Say  to  aetermine  the  consumption  of  water  by  tenants  other  than 
indivioually  metering  each  apartment  dwelling.     Mr.  Mullane 
exDlained  the  two  methods  of  metering  apartment  dwellings:  1) 
having  the^ater  Department  install  individual  services  for  each 
apli^ment!  which  would  be  extremely  costly  to  the  landlord,  and  2) 
the  lanalord  hiring  a  private  plumber  to  install  meters  in-Une, 
which  woulQ  be  less  expensive.

of  the  aifferent  kinds  of  graffiti  and  defining  what  is  graffiti, 
which  involved  coordination  with  different  public,  private,  and 
local  agencies  that  are  responsible  for  cleaning  graffiti.     She  said 
the  intention  of  this  grant  was  to  launch  a  city-wide  campaign  that 
was  aesignea  to  aeal  with  graffiti,  not  just  with  Muni's  graffiti. 
She  also  indicated  that  the  Police  Department  had  been  extremely 
cooperative  with  this  project,  as  well  as  the  Juvenile  Probation 
Department. 

The  Commission  congratulated  Ms.  Conway  for  her  efforts  in  taking  a 
program  trom  nothing  and  building  it  into  what  has  become  a  very 
creative  solution  to  a  very  tough  program.

Mr     John  P.   Mullane,  General  Manager,   Water  Department,  explained 
the  rate  package  addressing  the  issues  of  balancing  the  Fiscal  Year 
1991/92  budget,   taking  care  of  drought-related  situations  and  the 
potential  ?or   the  purchase  of  water  from  the  State.     With  the  use  of 
charts,   Mr.   Mullane  presented  an  overview  of  what  the  rate  increases

would  be  for  in-city  rates  and  wholesale  suburban  rates.     Under  Plan 
1 ,  Without  the  Purchase  of  Water  f rom  the  State,   there  would  be  a 
rate  increase  of  14%  for  in-city  customers,  a  64%  rate  increase 
forsuburban  wholesale  customers,  and  a  43%  drought  surcharge 
increase  required  to  balance  the  budget  based  upon  the  assumption 
that  consumption  would  be  reduced  in  proper t ion  to  the  45%  mandatory 
rationing  program  adopted  February  26,   1991.     Under  Plan  2,  there 
woula  be  a  cost  for   the  purchase  of  water  depending  upon  what  the 
costs  would  be  for  the  purchase  of  water  from  the  State  water  bank, 
in  addition  to  a  14%  rate  increase  for  in-city  customers  and  an 
anticipated  64%  rate  increase  for  suburban  wholesale  customers.  At 
this  point ,   he  said  there  could  be  f  ur  ther  modif icat  ions  to  the 
rates  in  order  to  pay  for  the  additional  water  purchased  from  the 
State  water  bank.     He  suggested  that  the  Commission  continue  the 
matter  until  the  March  26,   1991  meeting. 

President  Chiesa  invited  public  comments, 

Mr.   Earl  Lenahan,  Secretary,  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association, 
requested  that  the  Commission  continue  to  accept  testimony  until  the 
March  26,   1991  meeting.     Mr.   Lenahan  said  he  appreciated  the 
difficulties  involvea  in  setting  rates  in  a  shor t  time  and  under 
these  uncertain  circumstances  where  costs  related  to  the  emergency 
Drought  water  bank  cannot  be  estimated. 

No  action  was  taken  by  Commissioners.     The  public  hearing  was 
continued  until  March  26,  1991.

Ms .  Kathleen  Kelly,  Deputy  Director ,  Resource  Planning  and 
Development,   Finance  Bureau,  gave  a  presentation  on  modifying  the 
Municipal  Railway  Fare  Schedule  related  to  the  different  passes. 
Ms .  Kelly  explained  that  there  were  two  resolutions  being  proposed . 
The  first  resolution  would  amend  the  Muni  Fare  Schedule  and  the 
second  resolution  would  authorize  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  transit  agencies  to 
implement  the  inter-operator  pass  program, 

Ms.  Kelly  noted  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution 
requiring  that  not  only  should  we  comply  with  the  legal  requirements 
for  public  hearing  but  that  in  addition  we  should  post  notices  of 
all  changes  to  the  fares  on  Muni  buses.     All  legal  requirements  for 
notice  were  met,  but  no  notice  was  posted  on  the  buses. 

President  Chiesa  invited  public  comments. 

Mr.   David  Pilpel  was  of   the  opinion  that . adequate  notice  had  not 
been  given  to  passengers  of  any  increases  related  to  the  passes.  He 
asked  several  questions  related  to  the  BART  Plus  Pass,   the  Golden 
Gate  ferry  transfers,    the  AC  Transit  transfer  stickers,  the 
BART/Muni  transfers  and  whether   these  changes  would  include  ball 
park  service.

February  Activities 


OPERATIONS 


Storage .    The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown  on  the 
accompanying  Figure  1.    The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division 
reservoirs  at  the  end  of  February  amounted  to  16.0  million  gallons  or  54%  of 
capacity.    For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole,  storage  amounted  to  26.5 
million  gallons  and  34%  of  capacity  compared  to  41.1  million  gallons  or  53%  of 
capacity  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

Production.    Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of  local  water 
treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  Figure  2. 

Consumption.    Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and  the 
suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  Figure  3. 


Substantial  staff  time  was  spent  during  the  month  in  the  development  of  the 
45%  rationing  plan  with  a  goal  of  making  recommendations  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  at  its  meeting  of  February  26,  1991.    The  rationing  plan, 
as  submitted,  was  approved  by  the  Commission  at  this  meeting  and  was  set  for 
final  imp! ementation  on  Apri 1  1,  1991. 

1991/92  Budget 

Final  revisions  were  prepared  over  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  month  in 
anticipation  of  a  public  hearing  before  the  Commission  on  February  12,  1991. 
The  budget,  as  ultimately  submitted,  contains  substantial  requests  over  the 
previous  year  baseline  budget  In  the  areas  of  providing  funds  for  the  purchase 
of  water,  operating  a  mandatory  rationing  program  at  a  45%  level  and  the 
continuation  of  funding  for  conservation  programs  such  as  the  ultra  low  flush 
toilet  rebate  program  and  the  conservation  retrofit  program.

Water  Storage  and  Water  Rationing  Program 

Mr.  Thomas  J.   Elzey,   General  Manager,  Public  Utilities,   stated  that 
on  April  1,   1991,  water   rationing  at  a  45%  conservation  level  was 
implemented.     Since  that  time,  staff  have  been  studying  the  water 
storage  situation  and  analyzing  the  present  snow  pack.     Also,  water 
purchase  agreements  had  been  approved  by  the  Commission  with  the 
State  water  Bank  and  Placer  County  for  the  purchase  and  delivery  of 
water  to  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.     The  45%  rationing 
program  has  had  a  significant  economic  hardship  on  the  San  Francisco 
community  and  the  Bay  Area.     Given  those  factors,  Mr.   Elzey  stated 
that  at  the  April  23,   1991  Commission  meeting  staff  would  be 
presenting  a  revised  rationing  program  moving  rationing  back  to  2!>% 
and  maintaining  some  of   the  same  water  restrictions  that  were 
implemented  with  the  current  45%  rationing  program      The  package 
would  also  include  a  proposed  process  of  rationing  based  on  a  per 
capita  allocation  should  staff  have  to  move  back  to  a  higher 
rationing  plan  above  the  25%  level. 

Commissioner  Toupin  stated  he  would  like  to  present  the  context  in 
which  he  viewed  the  rationing  program.     He  suggested  that  staff 
consider   the  possible  consequences  if  we  should  be  wrong  by 
returning  rationing  to  the  25%  level.     He  stated  that  prior  to  the 
March  iains,  it  was  concluded  that  there  was  about  18  months  of  water 
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in  storage  for  about  two  and  a  half  million  customers.     At  that 
time,   staff  was  seriously  concerned  about  whether  or  not  there  would 
be  enough  water   this  year  and  whether  staff  would  be  facing  at  the 
end  of  next  year  a  situation  where  there  would  only  be  six  months  of 
water  supply  left.     Cominissioner  Toupin  expressed  how  important 
water  is  to  the  economy  of  this  region  and  that  it  is  part  of  the 
capital  of  what  we  ao  and  remarked  that  monetary  capi tal  could  be 
replaced  by  various  means  but  water  capital  cannot  be  replaced. 

Commissioner  Chin  said  that  he  was  glad  to  hear  that  staff  was 
contemplating  alternative  measures  to  the  rationing  plan  and  that  if 
we  have  to  go  back  to  a  higher  level  of  rationing,   that  the  per 
capita  system  would  be  implemented. 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  what  impact  this  would  have  on  the  water 
rate  structure. 

Mr.  Elzey  replied  that  staff  postponed  calendaring  the  water  rate 
package  until  the  April  23,   1991  meeting.     At  that  time,   the  water 
rate  structure  would  be  revised  reflecting  the  25%  rationing  level.

Resolution  No.  91-0124  —  Approving  in  concept  the  conversion  of  the 
7i-HAIGHT  NORIEGA  from  diesel  to  trolley  coach  service;  and 
authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  to  prepare 
grant  applications  and  seek  environmental  clearance  as  necessary  for 
the  implementation  of  this  project. 


Mr.  Peter  Straus,   Director  of  Strategic  Planning,  Muncipal  Railway, 
requested  that  the  Commission  approve  the  conversion  of  the 
71-hAlGHT  NORIEGA  from  diesel  motor  coach  service  to  electric 
trolley  coach  service.     The  electrification  of  the  71-HAIGHT  NORIEGA 
is  in  support  of   the  Public  Utilities  Commission,   City  Planning,  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisor's  general  policies  supporting  the 
electrification  of  the  Municipal  Railway's  lines  where  feasible  in 
terms  of  environment,  energy  conservation  and  economics.     Mr,  Straus 
highlighted  three  primary  reasons  for  the  electrification  of  the 
71-HAIGHT  NORIEGA  line,  which  were:     1)  that  the  line  frequently 
operates  every  ten  minutes;   2)  that  the  line  runs  on  a  number  of 
hills,   primarily  on  Haight  Street;   and  3)   that  part  of  the  existing 
route  already  was  under  overhead  wires. 

Mr.  Straus  stated  that  three  public  meetings  were  held  during  June, 
199U       There  were  three  major  problems  that  the  public  addressed  at 
these  hearings.     The  first  issue  concerned  the  route  that  would  be 
used  tor  the  terminal  loop.     Initially,  staff  recommended  that  the 
trolley  coach  line  be  constructed  along  Lower  Great  Highway.  After 
much  controversy,   Mr.   Straus  said  that  staff  was  now  recommending  a 
loop  via  46th  Avenue,  Ortega  and  47th  Avenue  to  a  terminal  at  a 
boarding  island  on  Noriega  Street. 

The  second  issue  of  concern  was  wheelchair  accessibility.  Originally, 
staff  recommended  non-accessible  trolley  coach  service  for  a  number 
of  years  before  replacing  them  with  accessible  trolley  coaches  when 
service  begins  in  1995.     Staff  now  is  recommending   that  accessible 
articulated  trolley  coaches  be  assigned  to  the  line  initially  when 
it  begins  operation  in  1995. 

The  third  issue  concerned  the  mode  of  operation  during  peak  hours 
which  presently  operates  as  a  limited  stop  service       The  staff 
recommendation  is  that  the  line  operate  as  a  local  trolley  coach 
only  and  that  pre-empt  signals  be  installed  at  several  locations 
along  the  route . 
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Mr.   Nocinan  T.   Larsen,    representing  the  Haight-Ashbury  Improvement 
Association,   spoke  in  support  of  the  conversion  of  the  71-HAIGHT 
NORIEGA. 

Mr,  Bruce  Oka,  representing  the  Elderly  and  Handicapped  Advisory 
Committee,  spoke  in  support  of  the  electrification  of  the  71-line 
ana  that  San  Francisco  continue  to  prosper  in  its  reputation  of  the 
most  accessible  City  for  disabled  individuals  in  terms  of 
transpor  tation . 

Mr,  Norman  Rolfe,  San  Francisco  Tomorrow,  spoke  in  support  of  the 
electrification  of  the  71-line.     He  stated  that  proceeding  with  this 
project  would  be  an  opportunity  to  reduce  air  pollution  and  noise  in 
San  Francisco  neighborhoods. 

Mr.  Jon  Poschman,  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Advisory 
Committee,   remarkeo  that  there  would  be  a  reduction  in  pollution  for 
bicyclists  with  the  electrification  of  the  71-line. 

Mr.  John  holtzclaw,   representing  the  Sierra  Club,  commented  on  how 
the  electrification  of  the  71--line  is  a  step  forward  in  reducing  air 
pollution  and  reducing  energy  consumption. 

Mr.  David  Pilpel  spoke  in  support  of  the  electrification  of  the 
71-line. 

Ms,  Betsy  Foree  commended  the  Municipal  Railway  and  Mr.   Peter  Straus 
tor  adaressing  the  concerns  of   the  neighboring  areas  which  was 
constructive  and  positive. 

Mr.  Ralph  Benson  concurred  with  Ms,  Betsy  Foree's  comments. 

Ms.   Janis  Walker  was  of  the  opinion  that  to  electrify  the  71-line 
and  eliminate  diesel  service  would  be  a  mistake  since  the  service 
woula  be  dependent  upon  electric  power  and  that  San  Francisco  is  an 
area  where  earthquakes  occur. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Chin,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Flynn, 
Resolution  No.   91-U124  was  approved.

OPERATIONS 


Storage.    The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown  on  the 
accompanying  Figure  1.    The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division 
reservoirs  at  the  end  of  March  amounted  to  17.3  million  gallons  or  58%  of 
capacity.    For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole,  storage  amounted  to  35.6 
million  gallons  and  46%  of  capacity  compared  to  40.3  million  gallons  or  52%  of 
capacity  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

Production.    Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of  local  water 
treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  Figure  2. 

Consumption.    Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and  the 
suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  Figure  3. 


Bond  Sale/Rating  Presentation 

The  Department  participated  in  the  Bond  Rating  Presentation  before  the  two 
major  rating  agencies,  Standard  and  Poors  and  Moody's.    Substantial  time  was 
devoted  during  the  early  portion  of  the  month  to  preparing  and  tightening  the 
presentation.    The  actual  presentation  was  made  in  New  York  and  resulted  in  a 
Double  A  rating  from  Standard  and  Poors,  the  Moody  rating  is  not  available  as 
of  this  writing. 

Water  Transfers 

Substantial  time  was  spent  in  responding  to  ongoing  negotiations  for  the 
purchase  of  water  from  Placer  County  Water  Agency  and  the  State's  Emergency 
Drought  Water  Bank.    Our  consultants  participated  in  a  day  by  day  development 
and  review  of  the  conditions  for  both  contracts.    SFWD  together  with  Hetch 
Hetchy  and  the  City  Attorney's  office,  were  responsible  for  continuous  review

nnn  P'"°'^^^^-     Efforts  were  directed  towards  the  purchase  of  approximately 
23.000  gross  acre  feet  from  Placer  County  (16,100  net  acre  feet)  and  7?  500 
gross  acre  feet  from  the  Water  Bank  (50,000  net  acre  feet).    Efforts  were  also 
ongoing  to  develop  a  second  temporary  and  emergency  turnout  from  the  State 
Aqueduct  into  San  Antonio  Reservoir  to  increase  on  a  temporary  basis  the 
capacity  of  the  system  to  take  water  from  these  two  purchases. 

Calaveras  Mater  Rights 

SFWD  participated  in  a  tour  of  the  Calaveras  watershed  and  Alameda  Creek  with 
representatives  from  Alameda  County  Water  District  and  the  State  Department  of 
Water  Resources  and  Fish  and  Game.    The  intent  of  the  tour  was  to  provide  them 
with  a  visual  inspection  of  the  terrain  included  in  the  claim  filed  with  the 
Department  of  Water  Resources  by  California  Trout,  Inc. 

Water  Conservation 


Various  staff  participated  in  a  number  of  meetings  with  Supervisors  Migden  and 
Achtenberg,  both  of  whom  are  attempting  to  develop  various  pieces  of 
legislation  related  to  water  conservation  and  reclaimed  water  implementation 
Several  of  these  items  were  under  preliminary  discussion  within  the  Department 
and  the  Supervisors'  interest  will  help  to  possibly  expedite  the  process 
through  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mayor's  Press  Conferenre 

Members  of  the  Department's  conservation  staff  worked  with  the  Mayor's  Press 
Secretary  to  develop  a  press  conference  that  was  held  on  March  20th.  Purpose 
of  the  press  conference  was  to  discuss  water  conservation  devices  that  could 
be  readily  installed  in  an  individual's  home.    Additionally,  It  was  announced 
that  the  Department  would  be  hosting  several  neighborhood  fairs  during  the 
month  of  April  to  tell  people  how  to  conserve  water,  to  make  the  purchase  of 
these  mechanisms  and  to  discuss  the  rationing  or  conservation  efforts  of  the 
Department . 


Presidio  Transition 

The  Department  is  participating  with  a  number  of  other  City  and  non-City 
agencies  in  the  transitioning  of  the  Presidio  from  the  U.S.  Army  to  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area.    Since  there  are  significant  concerns  about  the 
necessity  for  providing  SFWD  water  to  GGNRA.  discussions  have  recently  been 
instituted  with  DPW's  Clean  Water  Program  and  the  City  Attorney's  office 
vis-a-vis  the  use  of  groundwater  and  reclaimed  water  within  the  Presidio  and 
the  potential  development  of  a  new  treatment  and  distribution  system.

1991/92  Budget 

Mr.   Thomas  J.   Elzey,   General  Manager,   Public  Utilities,   stated  that 
staff  had  discussed  5%  and  10%  reductions  in  the  1991/92  budget  with 
the  Mayor's  Office.     Primarily,  the  discussions  centered  around 
reaucing  the  Municipal  Railway's  General  Fund  support  by  5%  and 
10%.     Potential  reductions  would  be  in  the  areas  of  fuel, 
administrative  staffing,    PUC  services  and  engineering  and  labor 
expenses.     Discussions  were  being  engaged  in  at  staff  level 
regarding  the  issue  of  possibly  increasing  the  price  of  the  Fast 
Pass  and  reviewing  Muni  service. 

Mr.   Elzey  stated  that  the  Mayor's  Office  was  in  the  process  of 
examining  the  1991/92  budget  for   the  Water  Department  and  Hetch 
hetchy  Water  &  Power  and  said  that  they  would  not  be  subject  to  the 
b%  and  10%  buaget  reductions,  but  that  there  would  be  certain 
changes  the  two  departments  would  have  to  make.     Since  staff  was 
still  in  discussions  with  the  Mayor's  Office  regarding  the  1991/92 
budget,   Mr.   Elzey  stated  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  give  the 
Commission  any  specifics  on  which  to  act  but  that  he  would  keep  them 
informed  of  further  developments  and  take  whatever  steps  were 
necessary  to  bring  the  budget  in  line  with  the  Mayor's  Office 
r  equ  i  r ements .

Resolution  No.  91-0136  —  Adopting  revisions  to  the  Mandatory  Water 
Conservation  Program, 

Mr.  Anson  B.  Moran,  General  Manager,   Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power, 
gave  a  presentation  with  the  use  of  charts  on  the  current  water 
supply.     He  stated  that  during  March,  precipitation  was  in  excess  of 
16"  but  that  most  of  that  precipitation  was  still  in  the  form  of 
snow.     Since  the  beginning  of  April,  water  storage  was  about  at  the 
same  level  as  it  had  been  in  1988,     Mr.  Moran  said  that  with  the 
current  water  supply  in  storage,  expected  runoff  from  snow  and  water 
transfers,   that  by  July  1,   1991  the  water  supply  situation  would  be 
the  same  as  last  year,  which  would  allow  staff  to  recommend 
returning  to  the  25%  rationing  program. 

Mr .  John  P.  Mullane,  General  Manager ,  Water  Department,  explained 
the  changes  that  he  was  proposing  to  the  current  rationing  plan.  He 
stated  that  due  to  the  current  water  in  storage,  staff  was 
recommending  that  the  rationing  program  return  to  the  25%  rationing 
level.     This  would  reduce  system-wide  demand  by  25%  compared  to  1987 
water  use  which  would  be  based  on  a  10%  reduction  on  inside  water 
use  and  a  60%  reduction  on  outside  water  use.     Customers  who  do  not 
have  a  1987  consumption  history  or  who  have  new  accounts  would  have 
an  allocation  based  on  a  per  capita  basis.     Mr.  Mullane  stated  that 
the  water  use  restrictions  implemented  with  the  original  25% 
rationing  program  would  remain  the  same  but  that  additional  water 
restrictions  that  were  in  force  with  the  45%  rationing  program  would 
remain.     These  additional  water  restrictions  would:     1)  stipulate 
that  determined  water  waste  would  serve  as  evidence  that  the 
customer's  allotment  was  too  high  and  would  be  subject  to  review  and 
possible  termination  of  service;    2)   that  water  use  for  cooling  and 
commerical  operations  must  be  recycled;  and  3)  that  groundwater 
and/or  reclaimed  water  be  used  for  the  irrigation  of  golf  courses, 
median  strips  and  street  sweepers.     Excess  use  charges  would  remain 
exactly  the  same.     The  suburban  resale  customers  would  receive  an 
annual  allocation  of  water  based  on  the  same  inside/outside  formula 
usea  for  San  Francisco  customers. 

Mr.  Mullane  stated  that  should  this  plan  be  approved,  allocations 
would  become  retroactive  to  April  1,   1991  and  that  written 
notification  of  new  allocations  would  be  sent  to  all  customers  by 
May  16,   1991.     Mr,  Mullane  also  said  that  staff  would  be  looking  at 
the  per  capita  methodology  as  a  more  equitable  means  of  rationing 
water  for  San  Francisco  residents.     Unfortunately,  this  could  not  be 
implemented  at  this  time  because  there  is  no  database  for  such  a 
program , 

President  Chiesa  invited  public  comments. 

Mr.  James  Beard,  President,   Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  spoke 
in  support  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department's  decision  to 
return  to  the  allocations  which  were  in  effect  since  March  of  1990. 
He  stated  that  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association  was  committed  to 
aggressive  conservation  but  had  several   ideas  on  how  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department's  regional  water  supply  system  could  be 
made  more  secure,     A  copy  of  Mr.   Beard's  statement  is  on  file  with 
the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 

Mr.   Harold  Wright  commented  on  the  rationing  program  related  to 
excess  use  charges  and  whether  a  flow  restrictor  device  should  be 
implemented  in  a  customer's  line. 

Mr.  Myron  Tatarian  was  of  the  opinion  that  a  water  bank  system  be 
set  up  for  customers  who  do  not  use  their  total  allotment  of  water 
and  strongly  urged  the  Commission  to  seriously  consider  his  proposal.

Mr.    Douglass  J.    Engmann,   President,    Sage  Clearing,    suggested  that 
the  San   Francisco  Water   Department  trade   unused  water   allotments  on 
the  market  place.     He  stated  that  the  Water   Department  could  issue 
water  savings  coupons  for  every  water  user  who  is  below  his  water 
allotment  and  allow  those  coupons  to  be  sold  to  residents  or 
businesses  who  have  a  need  to  use  water  over  their  allotment. 

Mr.  bob  begley,   Executive  Director,  Hotel  Council  of  San  Francisco, 
stated  that  his  organization  represents  all  the  major  hotels  in  San 
Francisco  and  that  it  was  very  difficult  to  regulate  how  much  water 
hotel  guest's  use.     He  spoke  in  support  of  the  25%  rationing  plan 
and  said  that  it  would  make  things  much  easier  for  the  hotel 
industry  during  the  drought , 

Mr.  John  Barber,  representing  Liberty-Hill  Neighborhood  Association, 
appealed  to  the  Commission  to  normalize  the  water  supply  and  also  to 
obtain  an  emergency  supply  of  water  if  the  drought  continues. 

Commissioner  Chin  asked  for  a  report  regarding  the  per  capita  system 
within  30  days.     The  issues  he  wanted  addressed  were:     1)  how  would 
the  system  work;   2)  what  help  could  staff  get  from  other  city 
departments;   3)  what  was  the  experience  of  other  districts  who  had 
the  per  capita  system  in  place;   and  4)  what  would  be  the 
administrative  costs  to  implement  the  per  capita  system?

In  addition  to  the  base  rate 
increase,  there  would  be  a  water  purchase  surcharge  of  $.18  that 
would  be  charged  for  all  water  delivered,   which  represents  a  27% 
increase  over   the  base  rate  of  $.669.     This  charge  is  required 
because  of   the  costs  associated  with  the  purchase  of  water   from  the 
State  Water   Drought  Emergency  Bank  and  Placer  County. 

The  proposed  rate  package  for  Suburban  Wholesale  customers  would 
increase  from  a  52.4jd  per  unit  to  73j^  per  unit,  representing  a  39.7% 
rate  increase  above   the  current  rates  for  1990/91.     Their  unit 
charge  would  increase  from  $228.25  per  acre  foot  to  $317.99  per  acre 
foot . 

President  Chiesa  invited  public  comments.     There  were  none.

Commissioner  Toupin  asked  if  staff  had  reached  an  independent 
conclusion  about  the  economic  viability  of  TDI. 

Mr     Levin  replied  that  the  Bureau  of  Finance  reviewed  TDI's  auditing 
reports  and  that  the  Selection  Committee  as  a  group  represented  the 
professions  of  banking  and  finance. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Toupin,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Flynn, 
Resolution  No.   91-0150  was  approved.

Ron  Br  azell ,  representing  Echo  West  Inc. ,   requested  that  the 
Commission  not  award  the  contract  to  Power  Engineering  Contractors , 
Inc.     Mr.  Brazell  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  bid  documents  require, 
whether  or  not  a  bid  preference  is  claimed,  that  all  bidders  must 
submit  ana  sign  HRC  Form  2  with  their  bid  which  Power  Engineering, 
Inc.    tailed  to  do. 

Mr.  Daniel  E.  Collins,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  stated  that  the  HRC 
Form  2  only  required  a  signature  if  the  contractor  was  claiming  a 
bid  preference.     They  did  not  claim  a  bid  preference,  therefore, 
they  dia  not  sign  HRC  Form  2  as  it  was  ineligible  to  claim  a 
MBE/WBE/LBE  bid  preference  since  they  were  not  a  local  firm.

MANDATORY  RATIONING 

April  23,  1991 

My  name  is  James  Beard.     I  am  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Alameda  County  Water  District  and  the  President  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association.     The  Association 
comprises  the  30  cities,  water  districts  and  other  agencies  in 
San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara  and  Alameda  Counties  which  purchase 
water  from  San  Francisco  on  a  wholesale  basis.     There  are 
about  1.5  million  people  who  live  in  the  combined  service 
areas  of  our  membe r  agencies. 

When  I  last  appeared  before  you,   two  months  ago,  I  told 
the  Commissioners  that  the  engineers  and  water  managers  of  the 
Association's  member  agencies  agreed  with  your  staff's 
assessment  of  the  seriousness  of  the  water  supply  situation. 
We  agreed  then  that  tough  measures  were  needed  to  conserve  the 
water   in  the  system's  reservoirs  which,    in  late  February, 
stood  at  historically  low  levels.     In  short,  we  supported  your 
decision  to  impose  unpr eceden t edly  severe  rationing  through  ' 
the  SFWD ' s  four-county  service  area. 

Today,  we  similarly  support  your  staff's  proposal  to 
moderate  (but  not  end)  mandatory  rationing  and  to  return  to 
the  allocations  which  have  been  in  effect  since  March  of 
1990.     In  the  week  since  the  staff  recommendation  has  been 
released,  there  has  not  been  time  to  convene  a  meeting  of  the 


Association    or     for     me     to    consuXt     formally    with    a    majority  of 

its   members    agencies.       But    I    can    tell   you    that    the  informal 
consultations   I   have   had,    and  my  own  assessment,    make  me 
confident   in  endorsing  the  staff's  recommendation. 

I  believe  this  is  a  prudent  and  measured  recommendation. 
Reservoi r  levels  throughout  the  system  have  already  begun  to 
rebound  as  a  result  of  the  near-record  storms  of  March.  With 
snowpack  in  the  Sierra  watershed  at  about  75%  of  average,  even 
cautious  probability  analysis  points  toward  significant  Spring 
runoff  increasing  storage  further ,     And  the  substantial  amount 
of  water  you  have  purchased  from  the  State  Emergency  Water 
Bank  and  from  Placer  County  is  additional  insurance. 

We  recogni ze  that  a  decision  to  relax  rationing  entails 
some  risk.     But  persisting  with  a  45%  rationing  program  also 
carries  with  it  real  risks  as  well.     You  may  have  read  the 
recent  series  of  articles  on  water  supply  issues  carried  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.     The  article  which  appeared  last 
Tuesday  makes  the  point  that  water  reductions  as  severe  as 
those  imposed  by  this  Commission  in  February  mean  not  merely 
inconvenience  for  homeowners,  but  reduced  industrial  output, 
lost  jobs,  and  highly  regressive  water  rate  increases  which 
hit  hardest  those  citizens  who  are  least  able  to  afford  them. 
Quoting  from  the  article: 

"Often,   low-income  jobs  are  among  the  first  to  go  in  a 
water-short  economy.     Communities  declare  moratoriums  on 
new  .    .    .   hookups  leaving  construction  laborers  out  of 
work   .    .    .  Tourism  declines;  waiters  and  maids  are  laid 
off  from  hotels  and  restaurants.     People  let  their  yards 
go  and  gardeners  lose  their  jobs." 
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These     iargeiy    anecdotal     accounts     of     the  eoonomtc: 

consequences    of    rationing    have    been   confirmed    by    two    cecen t 
surveys.      One,    conducted  by  our  Association,    identified  the 
150  largest  water  customers  of  member  agencies  in  San  Mateo, 
Santa  Clara  and  Alameda  Counties.     The  survey  showed  that  over 
half   (55%)  of  the  water  used  by  these  industrial/commercial 
customers  is  attributable  to  plants  in  the  electronic/high 
tech  sector;  when  basic  manufacturing  plants  are  taken  into 
account,   the  amount  rises  to  over  two-thirds.  These 
operations  represent  the  backbone  of  our  regional  economy. 

A  second  survey,  conducted  for  the  California  Urban  Water 
Agencies ,   focused  on  the  cost  of  industrial  water  shortages . 
The  report  is  too  complex  to  summarize  here  but  the  basic 
point  is  that  the  high  technology  industries  (which  use  water 
in  the  manufacturing  process)   are  critically  dependent  on 
reliable  water  supplies  to  sustain  production  levels.  The 
conclusion  of  the  study  is  that  a  30%  reduction  in  water 
supply  to  these  plants  would  result  in  reduced  output,  leading 
to  layoffs,  with  the  Northern  California  computer  industry 
hardest  hit.     Letters  from  individual  industrial  customers  to 
our  member  agencies  are  further  evidence  of  the  impact  which 
the  water  reductions  proposed  to  implement  the  45%  plan  would 
have  on  their  operations.     We  have  given  a  few  of  these 
letters  to  you  as  examples.     No  doubt  you  have   received  many 
more  from  firms  located  within  San  Francisco. 

We  should  not  risk  economic  damage  on  this  scale  unless 
it  is  absolutely  necessary.     Thanks  to  the  "March  miracle"  and 
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i'our     staff's     goot3     work      In     secruring     altecnatlve     supplies     it  is 

no    longer    necessary.      Therefore,    we    s  uppo  rt    your  staff's 
recommendation  to  return   to  a  more   tolerable,    though  still 
challenging,   level  of  rationing. 

In  this  regard,  we  agree  that  the  best  approach  is  simply 
to  restore  the  allocations  as  they  existed  prior  to  April  1. 
Our  customers  have  done  well  under  the  previous  rationing 
program:     reducing  consumption  by  more  than  the  targeted  25% 
reduction  level,   as  the  attached  charts,  prepared  by  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  show.     It  is  important  that  we 
maintain  the  goodwill  and  cooperation  of  our  customers; 
keeping  things  as  simple  as  possible  will  help  in  that 
regard.     The  previous  program  may  not  have  been  perfect.  But 
little  would  be  gained  by  tinkering  with  it  now  and  much  could 
be  lost  by  adding  another  level  of  complexity  to  what  has 
already  been  a  confusing  year. 

Finally,   I  think  this  is  an  appropriate  time  to  step  back 
and  look  at  the  larger  picture  that   is  emerging.     What  is 
becoming  clear  is  that  reliability  of  v^ater  supply  is  an 
important  element  of  our  regional  infrastructure,  and  a  factor 
taken  into  account  in  business  decisions  as  to  plant  location 
and  expansion.     California  is  the  only  industrial  state  with 
an  unreliable  water  supply  system.     The  portion  of  the  Bay 
Area  served  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  has 
experienced  that  unreliability  to  a  greater  degree  than  any 
other  metropolitan  manufacturing  region  of  the  State.     We  have 
had  rationing,   at  tougher  levels  than  anywhere  else  except 
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Santa     Barbara,     for     24     of     the     last     36     months.        Even    with  the 

turn    in    the   weather    and    with    the   State   Water    Bank  purchases, 
we  can   look   forward   to  another  year   of   rigorous  conservation. 
The  Chronicle  article  I  mentioned  earlier   illustrates  the 
price  we  all  will  pay  for  this  unreliability.     The  president 
of  Linear  Technology,  a  microchip  manufacturer  located  in 
Milpitas  and  employing  600  people,   is  quoted  as  saying: 

"If  I  knew  then  what  I  know  now  -  which  is  that  I  don't 
know  if  I'm  going  to  get  water  or  not  -  I  never  would 
have  expanded  here  in  California.     Its  very  clear  that 
our  third  wafer  fabrication  facility  won't  be  here  .  . 
unless  the  government  and  the  water  officials  do 
something  so  we  can  get  off  this  roller  coaster.  We 
can't  run  our  business  like  a  yo-yo," 

The  California  Urban  Water  Agencies  study  confirms  that 
this  reaction  isn't  unique.     Their  survey  revealed  that 
between  30%  and  50%  of  the  firms  in  the  computer/office 
equipment/computer  component  and  communications  manufacturing 
sectors  in  Northern  California  are  considering  changing  their 
plant  expansion  and/or  location  plans  in  response  to  water 
supply  problems. 

This  is  a  clear  danger  signal.     The  fluctuations  and 
reductions  in  supply  we  have  experienced  over  the  past  three 
years  may  be  tolerated  by  homeowners,  but  will  not  be 
tolerated  indefinitely  by  business. 

We  are  realists.     We  recognize  that  we  live  in  a  state  in 
which  rainfall  varies  widely  from  year  to  year.     No  water 
system  can  be  expected  to  withstand  100  year  droughts  without 
curtailing  supplies.     But  there  are  obvious  dangers  to 
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s  ±mp ly     shrugging     our     shouldors     and     resigning     ourselves  to 

erratic   supplies.      We   can,    and   must,    do  better. 

Members  of   the  Association  are  obviously  committed  to 
aggressive  conservation  and  those  efforts  won't  be  relaxed. 
But  we  also  have  some  ideas  as  to  how  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department's  regional  water  supply  system  can  be  made  more 
secure,  more  drought  proof,   in  ways  which  are  respectful  of 
the  environment.     We  are  still  formulating  these  concepts  but 
hope  to  be  able  to  discuss  them  with  your  staff  soon.  It's 
our  hope  that,  working  together,  we  can  improve  the  great 
water  system  begun  generations  ago  which  has  served  us  all  so 
well.     In  the  meanwhile,  we  will  continue  to  do  our  share  of 
conserving .

suburban  wholesale  customers  and  shall  include  an  increase  of  39.7  percent  on 
rates  and  charges  which  shall  be  uniform  to  the  nearest  dollar  on  service 
charges  and  to  the  nearest  mil  on  water  rates  for  all  water  delivered  to  this 
class  of  customer;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  said  revised  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges  shall  become 
effective  with  meter  readings  made  on  or  after  July  1,  1991;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  foregoing  rate  schedules  are  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
operating  expenses,  including  employee  wage  rates  and  fringe  benefits, 
purchasing  or  leasing  of  supplies,  equipment  or  materials,  meeting  financial 
reserve  needs  and  requirements,  obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary 
to  maintain  service  within  existing  service  areas  and  other  budgetary 
requirements  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  File  8832.  Ordinance  7384.  this 
Commission  approves  and  hereby  submits  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  report  of 
the  anticipated  effect  of  the  foregoing  revision  of  the  Schedule  of  Rates  to 
be  charged  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  for  water  service  in  San 
Francisco  and  suburban  areas  based  upon  the  budget  of  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department  for  the  current  and  ensuing  fiscal  year,  together  with  all  the  data 
supporting  such  conclusions  and  a  statement  of  the  anticipated  tax  subsidy,  if 
any.  for  such  years.

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I .      PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION 


A.    WATER  SUPPLY  SITUATION 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  System  provides  between  80  and  85  percent  of 
the  water  used  in  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  (SFWD)  and  Hetch  Hetchy 
service  areas.    It  is  experiencing  a  fifth  consecutive  dry  year.    Total  system 
storage  is  at  30  percent  of  capacity  as  of  April  8,  1991.    In  the  absence  of 
additional  runoff,  this  storage  would  be  exhausted  in  approximately  18  months 
at  current  consumption  rates. 

As  a  result  of  considerable  precipitation  and  accumulation  of  snow  in  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  watershed,  this  picture  is  expected  to  improve  with  the 
completion  of  this  year's  runoff.    Current  estimates  of  runoff  range  from 
100,000  acre  feet  to  400.000  acre  feet.    For  purposes  of  planning  the 
recommended  rationing  program,  150,000  acre  feet  is  assumed. 

Additionally,  two  successful  water  transfers  have  been  accomplished,  resulting 
in  the  current  transfer  of  7,500  acre  feet  from  the  Placer  County  Water  Agency 
and  4,900  acre  feet  of  surplus  groundwater  from  the  Modesto  Irrigation 
District.    Both  transfers  were  made  possible  through  the  use  of  the  State 
Water  Project  as  a  transport  facility,  ultimately  allowing  for  the  water  to 
enter  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  system  at  the  South  Bay  Aqueduct 
turnout  which  was  constructed  under  contract  to  the  State  Department  of  Water 
Resources  and  completed  in  December,  1990. 

This  turnout  has  a  capacity  in  normal  years  of  20,000  acre  feet  per  annum,  and 
up  to  50,000  acre  feet  in  dry  years.    To  meet  additional  supply  needs,  the 
Department  will  utilize  this  additional  capacity  to  transport  two  additional 
water  transfers  totalling  66,000  acre  feet:    (1)  the  State  Drought  Emergency 
Water  Bank  (50,000  acre  feet);  and  (2)  the  Placer  County  Water  Agency  (16.000 
acre  feet). 

The  combination  of  current  storage,  expected  runoff  and  water  transfers  Is 
sufficient  to  allow  the  Department  to  recommend  a  return  to  a  25X  rationing 
program.    The  adoption  of  this  program  would.  In  effect,  return  all  customers, 
including  Suburban  Resale  Customers,  to  their  pre-Aprll  1.  1991  allocations. 
Current  conditions  are  similar  to  those  of  April  1990  when  rationing  was 
imposed  at  the  25%  level  requiring  reductions  of  10%  on  inside  use  and  607«  on 
outside  use. 

B.     RATIONING  PLAN  OBJECTIVES 

The  objective  of  any  rationing  plan  is  to  meet  essential  water  supply  needs, 
to  minimize  hardship  on  residential  customers  and  businesses,  and  to  provide 
an  equitable  distribution  of  available  water  supplies  throughout  the  service 
area.    The  suggested  rationing  plan  presented  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  applies  to  all  retail  and  wholesale  customers. 


II .      HATER  USE  RESTRICTIONS 


1 


In  a  mandatory  rationing  program,  water  use  restrictions  serve  as  a 
significant  means  of  generating  water  savings.    The  following  use  restrictions 
(A  -  I)  were  applied  in  both  the  1988  and  1990  rationing  programs  to  all 
customers  served  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  those 
customers  outside  the  City  and  County  served  directly  by  San  Francisco. 

A.  Water  waste,  including  but  not  limited  to.  any  flooding  or  runoff  into 
the  street  or  gutters,  is  prohibited. 

B.  Hoses  shall  not  be  used  to  clean  sidewalks,  driveways,  patios,  plazas, 
homes,  businesses,  parking  lots,  roofs,  awnings  or  other  hard  surface 
areas . 

C.  Hoses  used  for  any  purpose  must  have  positive  shutoff  valves. 

D.  Restaurants  shall  serve  water  to  customers  only  upon  request. 

E.  Potable  water  shall  not  be  used  to  clean,  fill  or  maintain  levels  in 
decorative  fountains.    The  use  of  groundwater  is  permitted. 

F.  Additional  water  will  not  be  allowed  for  new  landscaping  or  expansion 
of  existing  facilities  unless  low  water  use  landscaping  designs  and 
irrigation  systems  are  employed. 

G.  Water  service  connections  for  new  construction  shall  be  granted  only 
if  water  saving  fixtures  or  devices  are  incorporated  into  the  plumbing 
system. 

H.  Use  of  potable  water  for  consolidation  of  backfill,  dust  control  or 
other  non-essential  construction  purposes  is  prohibited.    The  use  of 
groundwater  and/or  reclaimed  water  is  permitted  when  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Health. 

I.  Irrigation  of  lawns,  playfields,  parks,  golf  courses,  cemetaries,  and 
landscaping  of  any  type  with  potable  water  shall  be  reduced  by  at 
least  the  amount  specified  for  outside  use  in  the  adopted  rationing 
pi  an . 

Addi tional  water  use  restrictions  were  adopted  for  all  customers  served  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  those  customers  outside  the  City  and 
County  served  directly  by  San  Francisco  in  the  1991  rationing  program. 
Various  of  these  restrictions  (J  -  N)  are  recommended  for  continuation  during 
the  balance  of  the  recommended  25%  mandatory  rationing  program. 

3.    Verified  water  waste  as  determined  by  the  Department  will  serve  as 

prima  facie  evidence  that  the  allocation  assigned  to  the  water  account 
is  excessive;  therefore  the  allocation  will  be  subject  to  review  and 
possible  reduction,  including  termination  of  service. 

K.    Water  used  for  all  cooling  purposes  must  be  recycled. 
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L.      The   use  of   groundwater   and/or   reclaimed   water   for   the   irrigation  of 
golf  courses  and  similar  turf  areas  is  strongly  encouraged  when 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

M.    The  use  of  groundwater  and/or  reclaimed  water  for  the  irrigation  of 
median  strips  is  strongly  encouraged  when  approved  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Health. 

N.    The  use  of  groundwater  and/or  reclaimed  water  for  street 

sweepers/washers  is  strongly  encouraged  when  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

Finally,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  strongly  recommends  to  all  its 

Suburban  Resale  customers  and  political  entities  which  they  serve  to  adopt 

these  restrictions  or  similar  restrictions  that  will  achieve  the  same  or 
greater  results. 


III.     RECOMMENDED  PLAN  FOR  ADOPTION 

Based  on  available  water  in  storage,  anticipated  divertable  runoff  and  water 
transfers  from  the  State  Drought  Emergency  Water  Bank,  and  the  Placer  County 
Water  Agency,  the  following  mandatory  rationing  program  is  recommended  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  for  adoption. 

The  intent  of  this  rationing  program  is  to  reduce  system-wide  demand  by  25% 
compared  to  1987  water  use.  The  plan  governs  all  water  customers  served  by 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

The  following  allocation  plan  governs  all  water  customers  served  by  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department.    The  plan  is  based  on  prior  water  use  by 
individual  customers  with  calendar  1987  used  as  the  base  year.    Customers  who 
do  not  have  a  1987  consumption  history  or  who  have  appealed  their  allocations, 
will  have  an  allocation  based  on  a  per  capita  methodology. 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

These  allocations  govern  customers  served  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  customers  outside  the  City  and  County  served  directly  by  San 
Franci  SCO. 

Inside  Use.    For  bi-monthly  accounts  the  allocation  for  each  billing 
period  for  inside  use  will  be  907»  of  the  average  consumption  for  billing 
periods  ending  in  January,  February,  March  and  December,  1987.    For  monthly 
accounts  the  allocation  for  each  billing  period  will  be  90%  of  the  average 
consumption  for  the  four  billing  periods  ending  in  the  above  months. 

Outside  Use.    For  all  accounts  the  allocation  for  outside  use  for  billing 

periods  ending  in  April  through  November,  will  be  407.  of  the  difference 

between  the  average  consumption  calculated  for  inside  use  and  actual 
consumption  for  the  same  period  in  1987. 

Total  Allocation.    The  allocations  for  each  billing  period  will  be  the 
total  of  the  allocations  for  inside  and  outside  use. 
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Allocations   For  New  Accounts 


1 


Initial  allocations  for  new  residential  accounts  will  be  established  on  a  per 
capita  basis.     In  the  case  of  commercial  or  industrial  accounts,  allocations 
win  be  established  on  the  basis  of  business  data  supplied  to  the  Department. 

Mater  Use  Restrictions 

Water  use  restrictions,  as  modified,  shall  remain  in  effect  with  the 
implementation  of  this  plan.    Violation  of  any  water  use  restriction  by  any 
customer  may.  after  one  written  warning  and  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
laws  and  legal  restrictions,  result  in  the  installation  of  a  flow  restricting 
device  in  the  service  line  of  the  customer;  continued  violation  may  result  in 
the  termination  of  water  service.    The  customer  shall  bear  the  cost  of  the 
enforcement  action. 

Excess  Use  Charge 

The  current  excess  use  charge  structure  contained  in  the  Department's  Rate 
Schedules  for  Hater  Service  shall  remain  in  effect.    In  addition,  two 
consecutive  excess  use  charges  may  result  in  the  installation  of  a  flow 
restricting  device  in  the  service  line  of  the  customer.    A  third  consecutive 
excess  use  charge  may  result  in  the  termination  of  water  service. 

Mandatory  Conservation  Inspections 

Mandatory  on-site  inspections  may  be  required  of  large  water  consumers, 
installations  not  internally  metered  (i.e.  master-metered  facilities), 
facilities  where  there  is  a  reasonable  indication  of  water  waste  or  whenever 
necessary  to  determine  the  appropriate  allocation  for  a  water  service 
account.    Failure  to  permit  such  an  inspection  shall  result  in  service 
restriction  or  termination  of  service.    Leaks  identified  pursuant  to  such 
inspection  not  repaired  within  30  days  may  result  in  a  lOX  allocation 
reduction  and/or  termination  of  water  service. 

Suburban  Resale  Customers 

The  Suburban  Resale  customers  in  total  shall  receive  an  annual  allocation  of 
water  based  on  the  same  inside/outside  formula  that  will  be  used  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.    Monthly  allocations  for  each  Suburban  Resale 
customer  have  been  proposed  which  collectively  add  up  to  the  total  annual 
allocation  and  which  distribute  water  equitably  to  all  wholesale  customers. 
Customers  purchasing  water  for  resale  are  strongly  encouraged  to  adopt  water 
usage  restrictions  and  enforcement  programs  similar  to  those  employed  in  San 
Franci  sco. 

Banking.    Banking  provisions  will  allow  water  savings  below  allotments  in 
any  month  to  be  applied  against  water  use  above  allotments  in  any  month  to 
meet  special  circumstances  inherent  in  the  operating  conditions  of  the  resale 
customers.    Failure  to  pay  excess  use  charges  in  a  timely  manner  that  are  not 
protested  in  writing  may  result  in  the  rescission  of  banking  provisions  of 
individual  Suburban  Resale  customers. 
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Exceptions   to  Annual   Allocations.     Adjustments   for  growth  will    be  made 
only  to  the  effect  that  increases  are  offset  against  the  total  Suburban  Resale 
customers '  annual  al location. 

Service  to  the  Cities  of  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara.    Consistent  with  the 
Commission  action  taken  during  the  previous  water  shortage  emergency,  the 
Cities  of  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara  have  been  included  in  the  Suburban  Resale 
Customer  Allocation  Plan.    These  two  cities,  under  the  terms  of  existing 
contracts  with  the  Water  Department,  are  classified  as  purchasing  water  on  a 
temporary  and  i nterrupti bl e  basis.    While  interruption  of  service  to  these 
cities  is  not  recommended  in  1991,  a  worsening  of  the  water  supply  situation 
in  1992,  however,  may  require  a  recommendation  by  the  Water  Department  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  to  temporarily  interrupt  service  to  both  San  Jose 
and  Santa  Clara. 

EXCEPTIONS  TO  RATIONING  ALLOCATIONS  OR  WATER  USE  RESTRICTIONS 

Exceptions  to  rationing  allocations  or  water  use  restrictions  inside  San 
Francisco  may  be  made  for  the  protection  of  public  health  or  safety.  Any 
exceptions  are  subject  to  the  following  requirements  and  procedures: 

1.  In  the  case  of  a  rationing  allocation,  it  must  be  shown  that  the 
allocation  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  public  health  or  safety  needs. 

In  the  case  of  water  use  restrictions,  it  must  be  shown  that  there  are 
no  alternatives  to  the  use  of  water. 

2.  Water  used  under  this  exception  procedure  must  be  efficiently  used 
without  waste. 

3.  Appeals  must  be  in  writing  to  the  Water  Rationing  Administrator,  P.  0. 
Box  7466,  San  Francisco,  CA  94120. 

4.  Appeals  of  rationing  allocations  determined  to  contain  false 
information  may  result  in  a  reduction  in  the  allocation  and  the 
installation  of  a  flow  restricting  device  in  the  service  line  of  the 
customer. 

5.  Approval  of  appeals  may  require  verification  that  all  appropriate 
conservation  measures  are  in  place  and  may  require  an  on-site 
conservation  inspection  prior  to  approval. 

6.  Denials  may  be  appealed  to  the  General  Manager  of  the  Water  Department 
whose  decision  will  be  final. 

IV.     BUDGET  REOUIREMENTS 

Program  funding  for  the  balance  of  the  1991  fiscal  yea^r  is  contained  in  the 
1990/91  budget.    Funding  has  also  been  included  in  the  1991/92  budget  request 
adopted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  its  meeting  of  February  12. 
1991.    Although  Such  funding  was  predicated  on  the  continuation  of  the  program 
at  the  25%  rationing  level  already  in  place,  a  supplemental  budget  request  for 
the  1991/92  fiscal  year  budget  will  be  submitted  and  serves  as  a  companion 
measure  to  this  rationing  program. 
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V .       IMPLEMENTATION  SCHEDULE 


Should  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  adopt  the  recommended  mandatory 
rationing  program  at  the  public  hearing  on  April  23,  1991.  the  following 
timetabl e  wi 1 1  apply: 

04/23/91    Modified  water  use  restrictions  become  effective 

04/01/91    Allocations  become  effective  retroactive  to  04/01/91 

05/15/91    Written  notification  of  new  allocations  to  all  customers 

07/01/91    New  conservation  related  rates  become  effective  for  meter 
readings  on  and  after  07/01/91  (water  used  in  May  and  June) 


VI.     PER  CAPITA  METHODOLOGY 

Per  Capita 

The  general  premise  of  the  recommended  proposed  25%  mandatory  rationing 
program  is  based  in  the  concept  of  a  percentage  reduction  of  consumption  from 
a  1987  base  year.    Questions  of  equity  have  been  raised  concerning  the 
utilization  of  this  allocation  methodology  with  some  discussion  as  to  the  use 
of  a  per  capita  methodology  as  a  more  equitable  means  of  distributing  the 
rationing  effort. 

While  it  is  still  accurate  to  state  that  the  recommended  program  is  based  on  a 
percentage  reduction,  what  is  not  generally  understood  is  that  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  residential  accounts,  both  single  and  multi-family,  have 
current  allotments  based  on  a  per  capita  methodology.    In  fact,  46%  of  the 
total  single-family  (49,000  out  of  106,000)  and  41%  of  the  multi-family 
accounts  (15,000  out  of  35,000)  reflect  occupancy  data  for  one  of  the  two 
following  reasons:    (1)  The  customer  came  on  to  the  account  after  1987,  lacked 
1987  consumption  history  and  provided  information  as  to  the  number  of 
occupants  in  the  residence;  or  (2)  Appeals  granted  during  the  1988,  1990  or 
1991  rationing  programs  were  based  primarily  on  a  change  in  the  number  of 
occupants  in  a  residence.    Overall.  45%  of  all  residential  account  allocations 
are  currently  based  on  a  per  capita  methodology. 

Should  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  adopt  the  recommended  25%  rationing 
program  and  require  that  it  go  into  effect  immediately,  the  Department  would 
continue  to  use  the  hybrid  rationing  system  comprised  of  both  percentage 
reductions  and  occupancy  as  the  basis  for  the  immediate  implementation  of  the 
program.    To  convert  all  residential  allocations  to  a  per  capita  basis  would 
entail  conducting  a  census.  This  would  result  in  a  lengthy  delay,  causing 
significant  impacts  on  the  administration  of  the  program  and  on  customers' 
ability  to  respond  to  the  current  rationing  requirements.    Time  lost  in  the 
implementation  of  this  program  would  obviously  have  a  signficantly  adverse 
affect  on  the  program's  ability  to  reduce  water  consumption  and  could  result 
at  a  later  date  in  an  increased  level  of  rationing  to  offset  reductions  not 
achieved  during  the  transition  period. 
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Future  water  supply  status  may  dictate  continuation  of  a  rationing  program  at 
the  same,  increased  or  reduced  level.     The  Water  Department  has  committed  to 
the  development  of  a  rationing  program  utilizing  a  per  capita  methodology  when 
feasible,  or  if  a  higher  level  of  mandatory  rationing  becomes  necessary.  Work 
will  begin  to  develop  a  program  which  would  provide  the  Department  with  the 
data  necessary  to  develop  such  a  program.    Collection  of  data  would  be 
designed  to  provide  for  ease  of  implementation  by  the  Department  and 
convenience  to  the  individual  customers  providing  the  information.    Such  a 
program  would  be  presented  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  a  future  date 
so  that  the  Commission  and  the  Department's  customers  understand  what  the 
mechanism  for  future  implementation  would  be.

On  April  23.  1991  at  2:00  p.m..  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
will  continue  the  water  rate  hearings  begun  on  March  12.  1991.    They  have 
designated  that  this  hearing  will  be  held  at  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  Chambers. 
City  Hall.  San  Francisco.  California  at  2:00  p.m. 

This  hearing  will  follow  the  hearing  to  consider  reducing  the  rationing  level 
from  a  45%  to  a  25X  systemwide  program. 

The  attached  addenda  provide  two  sets  of  water  rate  calculations.    The  first 
set  is  based  on  the  proposed  25%  Program  and  the  second  set  is  based  on  remaining 
at  the  45%  Program.    Both  calculations  include  $20,965,000  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  water  and  associated  wheeling  and  storage  costs  of  that  water. 
Operating  costs  of  $4,406,471  in  the  25%  Program  and  $6,206,471  in  the  45%  Program 
are  also  Included.    These  costs  are  primarily  for  the  treatment,  pumping  and  water 
quality  testing  of  the  additional  water.    In  the  45%  program,  there  are  additional 
costs  for  Implementing  the  Rationing  Program  in-City  at  that  level. 

25%  Program 

Under  the  25%  Program,  the  City's  retail  rates  will  increase  14%  above  the 
current  base  rate  to  cover  normal  operating  cost  Increases.    This  increase  raises 
the  service  charge  14%  and  the  unit  rate  charge  from  $.669/ccf  to  $.76/ccf.  An 
additional  18  cents  Water  Purchase  Surcharge  is  being  added  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 
additional  water.    This  charge  is  only  applied  to  the  consumption,  therefore,  the 
cost  of  that  water  is  paid  for  by  those  who  use  it.    The  combined  unit  charge  will 
be  $  94  per  ccf  or  per  748  gallons.    This  surcharge  will  need  to  be  in  effect  for 
one  year  to  pay  for  these  purchases.    If  no  further  purchases  are  needed,  the 
surcharge  will  be  removed  on  June  30.  1992.    On  the  other  hand,  if  additional 
purchases  are  needed,  another  rate  Increase  will  be  required. 

The  Suburban  Wholesalers  will  pay  for  their  proportional  share  of  operating 
costs  including  the  purchase  of  additional  water.    Their  rates  will  increase  39.7% 
above  their  current  base.    The  unit  charge  will  Increase  from  $228.25/acre  foot  to 
$317.99/acre  foot. 

45%  Program 

Should  the  Commission  decide  to  remain  on  the  45%  Rationing  Program,  the 
following  rates  would  be  required. 

The  City  retail  rates  would  still  include  a  base  rate  Increase  of  14%.  There 
would  be  a  Drought  Surcharge  added  of  33  cents.    The  combined  rate  would  be  $1.09 
per  ccf  or  per  748  gallons  of  water. 

The  Suburban  wholesale  rates  would  increase  61.4%  above  their  current  base. 
The  unit  charge  will  increase  from  $228.25/acre  foot  to  $370.26/acre  foot.
